‘ THE DONKEY SHOW.

They have known 
every person, horse, dog and donkey in 
the village, known them lovingly and in- 
timately.: Miss Charlotte, as everyone 
calls her, was born and bred in the old 
house, and, except for rare, rather be 
grudged visits to other countries, her 
entire interest is in her own village.

Anyone who wants anything 
goes to Miss Charlotte.

THE GUARDS’ WORK.

He 
knows what's due to ignorance or what's 
He’ll caution people and 
give them chances, but where it’s real 
cruelty he makes a case. But often the 
District Justices won’t back us up, that’s 
what breaks‘ one’s heart. 


CRUELTY GOES UNPUNISHED. 


Miss Charlotte went to her desk and 
took out a book. I’m going to harrow 
you,” she said, ‘‘ but should one sleep 
easily when. others suffer unredressed ? 
Listen t6 this:—‘ In Cork East Riding, 
out of 215 prosecutions 56 were dismissed.’

There will be an interesting coincidence 
in the a ol Mr. Lennox Robinson’s 
play, “ The Far-Off Hills,” which was 
first produced at the Abbey Theatre six 
months ago, this week-end. The play is 
announced for revival at the Abbey 
Theatre on Saturday evening, and on 
Easter Monday it will be staged for the 
first time in London at the “ Q ” Theatre, 
close to Kew Bridge, with Miss Sara 
Allgood in a leading part, probably that 
of “ Susie Tynan,’’ the managing friend, 
who ultimately marries John Clancy. 
London has already seen “Give a 
Dog and is to that extent in 
advance of Dublin. Possibly “ Give a 
Dog . « may be staged in Dublin 
elsewhere than at the Abbey Theatre ; it 
is an unusual departure for Mr. Robin- 
son, which suggests that he is experi- 
menting in new and wider fields than 
Irish peasant plays. Anyhow, Dublin 
should not linger behind London with the 
work of one of its most prominent resi- 
dent dramatists. 


O’Higgins of Chile. 


Ambrose O’ Higgins, Captain-General of 
Chile and later Viceroy of Peru, 
was one of the most notable figures 
among Irishmen who sought careers 
overseas in the eighteenth century. 
I was interested to come upon oan 
account of his origin in ‘‘ Peoples of 

“Old” (Benn, 28s. 
net), the latest work 
from the pen of that 
Chilean patriot and 
historian, Don 

Agustin Edwards. It 
seems that O’Hig- 
gins was born in 
Summerhill in 1722. 
““ According to the 
‘ertificate issued by 
he Ulster King-at- 
Arms, Sir Chi- 
‘thester Fortescue, of 
Which there are 
copies in the San- 
tiago Historica] 
Museum and in the 
Archives of the Indies at Seville. Don 
Ambrosio was the son of Charles 
©’ Higgins, Squire (sic) of Ballenary, and 
Margaret O'Higgins. On his mother’s 
side he was descended from Mullethan 
(sic), sixteenth King of Connaught, and 
on his father’s side from Shean Duff 
©’ Higgins, Baron of Ballenary in the 
County of Sligo,” 

It is stated that reverses of fortune 
drove the O'Higgins family to remove to 
Summerhill. ‘It would not be surpris- 
ing if it were true that in his childhood 
Don Ambrosio found himself compelled 
to perform very humble domestic duties 
in order to earn his living, and that, as 
one of the numerous legends concerning 
his origin relates, he was employed by 
the Countess of Bective as postillion and 
wood-carter.”’ 


Ghe Liberator of Slaves. 


O'Higgins, we are told, was a master of 
Latin and Greek, and a competent 
engineer, but, despite his early settlement 
in Spain and subsequent life-long carcer 
in Spanish America, he never learnt to 
speak the Spanish tongue with ease. 

He distinguished himself among Gover- 
nors of Chile by great engineering works, 
such as the construction of a high’ road 
between Santiago and Valparaiso. He 
established an efficient postal system, 
built monuments, introduced new crops. 
founded a commercial board of develop- 
ment, and brought the theatre to Chile. 
His greatest work, however, was the 
abolition of the encomienda system of 
employment .of Indians—a system amount- 
ing to slavery. His son, Bernardo 
O’ Higgins, was the leader of the move- 
ment for Chilean independence, and estab- 
lished in the constitution of the Republic 
the freedom of the Indian population. 


Ulster Actress's Iliness. 


The numerous friends ef the talented 
Trish actress, Miss Cathleen Nesbitt, who 
has been taking a prominent part for some 
weeks in London in the successful play, 
‘* Fame,’ will be sorry to learn that she 
has been compelled to relinquish her 
theatrical work temporarily, and has 
entered King’s College Hospital, where 
she has undergone a serious operation. 

Miss Nesbitt is recognised as one of the 
leading Irish actresses of the day, and she 
has played many important parts on the 
stage. A pupil of Rosinia Filippi, she 
made her London début at the Court 
Theatre in 1910 in ‘‘The Cabinet 
Minister,” and in the following year she 
was chosen for a leading Ibsen part. She 
portrayed Deirdre in ‘‘ Deirdve of the 
Sorrows’’ in its London presentation in 
1913, and she has been very successful as 
Nora in ‘‘The Shadow of the Glen,’’ 
which she confesses is her favourite part. 

It is feared that it wHl be some weeks 
before Miss Nesbitt can return to her 
theatrical work, and in the meantime her 
mm in ““Fame ”' has been taken by Miss 
Marjory Clark. 

Miss Nesbitt is the wife cf Captain 
Cecil Ramage, a barrister, who was 
member of Parliament for Newcastle-on- 
Tyne in 1923-24. | 

Miss Nesbitt presided at the first of this 
season’s series of lectures by Mr. Ashe- 
King to the Irish Literary- Society on 
“The Women of Shakespeare.’’

Brief-Bags. 


In the early part of last century, by the 
way, brief bags could only be used by 
those who had received one from a King’s 
Counsel. They really formed a part of 
the counsel’s salary, for he received £40 
yearly, besides pens, paper, and purple 
bags for rising juniors. By present 
custom the use of red brief-bags is con- 
fined to those who have appeared in a 
case before the House of Lords, but I 
understand that since the right of bring- 
ing cases before that court no longer 
obtains in this country, the senior mem- 
bers usually present red bags to jurors 
who have appeared in cases before the 
Privy Council, 


Farming Lore. 


What little 1 know about farming seems 
much Jess now that I have been giancing 
through the new number of the Journal 
of the Department of Agriculture. The 
Journal is the production of specialists, 
and its contents are highly technical 
articles on agricultural problems, and 
several of tle papers are the result of im- 
portant research work. One article in the 
current number interested me so much 
that I read it right through to the end. 
Jt is an expert’s study of the nature of 
certain ‘‘rogues’’ found among crops of 
swede turnips in Ireland, and it aroused 
my interest because it recalled to me my 
schooldays, when youngsters in rural areas 
used to steal these turnips from the fields 
in order to ‘‘scobe’’ or sccop out the 
inside for the purpose of making rough 
and ready janterns. Often since I have 
wondered whether that word ‘ scobe,’’ 
always used in this lantern-making, is 
derived from the Gaelic word squab, which 
it resembles in sound, or from the English 
scoop, which appears to be of Scandi- 
navian or old Dutch ancestry.

HOW THEY ESCAPE JUSTICE. 


ee 
ORGANISED CRIME. 
a 
(By PETER CHEYNEY.) 


WE have always associated the “thag ” 
with the Jonely forest roads of 


some deserted outpost of Indian civilisa- 
tion, but to-day the realisution is forced 
upon us that the frontiers of the thu are 
no longer limited. pete a man “whose 
knowledge of the film world is unlimited, 
who knows what is going on behind 
the scenes, drew for me a pictufe—not 
a nice one. it was a picture of secret 
meetings in lonely houses, where, round 
a table on which the inevitable cigars 
and “ hooch ” are ready at hand, sit the 
thugs of civilisation, the outcasts ot 
society, who, flor varying considerations, 
are prepared to ‘‘beat-up,’ and worse 
still, to “bump-off,”” such unfortunate 
persons as may have incurred the enmity 
of someone “‘higher @p.’’ . 

Corroboration may be found ín the 
films of American ''underworld ' life 
which are being shown at the moment. 
Two such films, now showing m tims 
island, gave pictures ot the organisation 
of thugs that exists in America, and those 
readers who saw the play “ Broadway” 
will need little imagination to realise [or 
themselves the state of affairs. 

The thug follows money, and where 
money is to be made quickly and easily, 
where the petty jealousies and intrigues 
oi human nature flame up and demand 
the vengeance of physical violence, there 
he is to be feund, awaiting his chance 
for the ‘‘ rake off” which is the reward 
of his part in a sinister plot. Is it to 
be wondered at, then, that the home of 
the modern thug, the scientific worker, is 
at Hollywood, the Mecca of those who 
desire quick fame and quick fortune, 
where the continuous competition for 
favours kills the better side of human 
nature and leaves only the desire to “ get 
there first” by any means? 


A CASE IN POINT. 


One of the many stories whispered 
recently is that which tells how a young 
cinema actor whose looks found favour 
in the eyes of a ‘‘star’’ was waylaid one 
night on his way home—bow his cat 
was found overturned in a ditch, and ke 
with both arms broken and his body a 
mass of bruises. He was taken to hos- 
pital, and, when he had recovered con 
sciousnest, was «questioned as to the 
identity of his aggressors. He refused tc 
speak although he knew perfectly well whe 
the ‘‘ big man” (at whose instigation and 
jor whose money the thugs had done their 
work) was. He knew, too, that his safety 
in the future lay in his silence, and his 
prompt exit from the centre of filmdom 
proved the efficacy of the thug system. 

The thug is seldom discovered. The 
men above him take good care that his 
activities are well concealed from pryin 
eves, The thug himself can do iithe 
harm to his real employer; for he never 
sees him. His instructions come through: 
a veritable chain of ‘“superioms,’’ the 
senior of whom, being next to the “ big 
man ” concerned. is prepared to act on 
the slightest hint. 

Imagine a scene, a restaurant where 
shaded Jights reflect the brilliance of the 
dresses of the -women, whose palms con- 
ceal a highly-paid orchestra, and where 
every second diner possesses a name that 
is known internationally. A couple enters. 
She is young, beautiful and famous; the 
man is just starting, with his foot 
already on the lowest rung of the Jadder 
of fame. From a seat in the corner an 
older man eyes the couple with a sar- 
donic grin. Then, flicking the ash from 
his cigar, he rises and walks round the 
restaurant until he approaches an im- 
maculately dressed man who leans in- 
dolently against a giant palm. 

The gaze of the two men centres on the 
young couple. Then the older man, 
his cigar in the*corner of his mouth, 
speaks quietly: ‘Gettin’ pretty fresh, 
ain't he?” he says. ‘“Yep,’’ says the 
immaculate one. ‘‘Guess [ don’t like 
him too much--do you ?” ‘I don’t like 
anyone who queers my pitch,” says the 
other; “get me?’ ‘‘I get you.” 


HOW IT IS DONE, 


The older man returns to his seat, nod- 
ding genially to acquaintances on his 
way. The other, getting his hat and coat, 
passes out into the night. He walks 
quickly ; for he is too wise to take his 
car or a taxi. Twenty minutes after- 
wards, in a quiet house situated in a 
remote part of the town, he gives his in- 
structions to a Jieutenant, who, in turn, 
will hand them on to someone lower down 
the scale until they reach the thug who 
will actually do “the job.” If the young 
man who was presumptuous enough to 
‘‘get fresh ” escapes with a beating-up, 
he will be lucky. 

(ll professions and trades have their 
being in the thug organisation. They are 
organised scientifically into an institution 
for the defeat of justice, and justice seldom 
has the opportunity of Jaying hands on 
the right man. If someone has to be 
arrested in order that a public outery 
over some particularly blatent case shall 
be stilled, it is easy to find a “stool’”’ 
who, for money or under threat, or beth, 
will be prepared to serve a turn in prison 
while the real criminal, protected by the 
“big man,” remains at large. 

Those members of the public who, by 
accident, become aware of circumstances 
which, in the ordinary course of events 
they would report to the proper authori- 
ties, pause and consider whether it is 
worth their while to become mixed up in 
something which will bring them in the 
vicious circle in which the thug reigns 
supreme. Is it to be wondered that 
under the circumstances obtaining to-day, 
they think it better to ‘‘ mind their own 
business ” ? 

The work of the thug is recorded on 
the film and on the stage. He is the law- 
breaker who seldom meets the justice 
of the law. The days of the “quiet” 
murder are past. If it suits his book the 
thug will use a machine gun and, having 
committed a murder in the sight of a 
hundred people, will often “ get away with 
it.” He is the outcome of vicious cireum- 
stances which breed desire for vengeance 
and desire for wealth. He works hand in 
hand with the ‘‘ bootlegger,’’ the black- 
mailer and the man who is big enough 
and rich enough to pay for vengeance and 
safety.

THE NEW BISHOP OF 
CHICHESTER.

DEAN OF CANTERBURY 
APPOINTED. 


It is officially announced that the King has 
been pleased to approve the —, of 
the Rev. George Kenn Allen Bell, 
MA. DD. Dean of Canterbury, to the 
Bishopric of Chichester, which had been 
rendered vacant by the death of the Richt 
Rev. Winfrid Oldfield Burrows, M.A., D.D. 
Dr. Bell’s appointment is one of the few 
instances within recent decades of a Dean of 
Canterbury being elevated to the Episcopal 
Bench. Dr. Bell will be one of the youngest 
Bishops on the Bench. He is the eldest son 
of the Rev. Canon James Allen Bell, Caron- 
Treasurer and Vice-Dean of Norwich 
Cathedral. The new Bishop was born on 
February 4th, 1883, at Hayling Island, Hamp 
shire, of which parish his father was then 
Vicar. He had a brilliant career at Oxford, 
where he was Scholar of Christ Church, tak- 
ing a first-class in Classical Moderations in 
1903, and winning the Newdigate Prize in 
1904. He graduated B.A., Literae 
Humaniores in 1905. and M.A. in 1910. In 

he was at Wells Theological College, 
and took deacon’s orders in the following 
year, and priest’s orders in 1908. For three 
years he was curate of Leeds, and was after- 
wards—1910-1914—Lecturer and Tutor at his 
old College. Christ Church. Thereafter he 
was Resident Chaplain to the Archbishop of 
Canterbury until 1924, when he was appointed 
Dean of Canterbury. Meanwhile, in 1923 he 
had been Select Preacher at Cambridge, an 
oftice which he filled at Oxford in 1926-1927. 
Since 1925 he has been Pro-Prolocutor of the 
Lower House of Canterbury. 

The Bishopric of Chichester is one of great 
antiquity, the first recorded diocesan being 
Stigand, who was appointed in 1070. For 
centuries previously there had been Bishops 
of Selsey. 

Dr. Bell is the first Dean of Canterbury 
to be appointed a Bishop since 1845. The 
last person to hold both offices was Bishop 
Richard Bagot, who was made Dean in 
1827, and became Bishop of Oxford in 1829. 
He held the Bishopric and Deanery together 
until 1845. He was at Oxford daring Cardinal 
Newman's time there, and is mentioned in 
the famous ‘‘ Apologia pro Vita Sua.”’ 


A FILM OF THE WEEK 


“ A NINE DAYS’ WONDER "’ 
AT THE METROPOLE. 


“ A Nine Days’ Wonder ’’—the chief film 
at the Metropole Cinema this week, affords 
admirers of Chester Conklin ample oppor- 
tunity to study and enjoy his methods and 
mannerisms as @ fun-maker. Here he has a 
subject which suits him in every way. He 
plays the part of a guard on a New York 
sub-way, and in the course of his duty he falls 
in front of a train, but, luckily, escapes with 
minor hruises. A local newspaper, however, 
sees in the incident a chance to attack the 
railway magnates in the interests of its own 
nominee for the Mayoralty. The manner 
in which it first exaggerates tle nature of 
the guard’s injuries, and eventually works 
up public sympathy to a stage where it makes 
him a national hero, leads to the creation of 
very amusing situations. They say that in 
America the newspaper man is never at a 
loss in providing '“copy,” but the camera 
man who rounded up the neighbours’ children 
to get the right atmosphere into his picture 
was certainly taking a chance. 

The r guard is swept off his feet by all 
the attention that he finds paid to him, but 
when the election is over, and he has served 
his purpose, he ceases to have interest for any- 
one, and when he turns to his short-lived 
friends they merely laugh at him. 

Conklin’s work, as the quaint. unassuming 
little railway guard, is refreshingly funny.

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MORE SCHOOLS FOR 
DUBLIN, | 


ATTENDANCE ‘ RECORD.” 
The City of Dublin School Attendance De- 
yartment in its report for the year ended 
Jecember 31, 1928, states that the average 
number of children on the school roll in the 
areas in charge of the five Divisional Com- 
mittees were “—

on Rolls. in Aftendance. Cent.

These figures apply to children of all ages 
under 14 vears at the city schools, and in- 
clude pupils over 14 vears at the National 
schools. Of the children between the ages of 
6 and 14 years—who come within the scope 
of the School Attendance Act—the average 
percentage of attendance for the year ended 
June, 1928, for Dublin Citv stood at 90.8. 
This latter figure is taken from a statement 
by the Minister for Education in Dail 
Eireann on October 25th, 1928. 

The aggregate school rolls show an increase 
of 659 pupils as compared with the preceding 
vear, 1927. This is interesting in view of the 
fact that so many families hav left the city 
to take up residence in the suburbs, 

NEW SCHOOLS. 


It is pleasing to record’ that in- 
creased school accommodation ais being 
rovided in some parts of the city. 
fi the Inchicore§ district the Christian 


Brothers have acquired buildings in 
the Kehoe Barvacks area, which are being 
rapidly fitted with up-to-date school equip 
ment. The extensive scheme of new dvwell- 
ings in the vicinity will mean an immediate 
increase in the population of the district, to 
which fine scheols will be a great hoon. The 
enlargement and furnishing of St. Peter's 
Schools at Phibsboro’ have-been completed in 
modern style. Accommodation for an addi 
tional two hundred pupils has been provided 
in the City Quay Parish Schools in South 
Gloucester street. 

Plans are under way for the extension of 
the schools at Whitefriar street and the 
replacement of unsuitable buildings at the 
Christian Brothers’ Schools, North Brunswick 
street. <A site is in readiness for the erection 
of a bovs’ school at the southern end of St. 
Catherine’s . Parish on the _ Fairbrothers’ 
Fields. The provision of schools in St. 
Audoen’s Parish is also under contemplation. 
Increased accommodation in all these places 
is an urgent necessity, and, in addition to 
providing for local wants, will lessen con: 
gestion in adjacent schools. 

A HANDICAP. 

The report goes on to say that a serious 
impediment to the work of the Attendance 
(Committees is the irregular manner in which 
the city schools close and re-open at vacation 
periods. A uniform date for the closing and 
re-opening of all primary schools in the city 
area should, it is stated, be aimed at, and 
it is hoped that the Free State Ministry of 
Education will give this matter its earnest 
consideration.

At the weekly meeting of the Dublin 
Rotary Club, in Clery’s Restaurant yesterday, 
Mr. Fred M, Summerfield, the newly-elected 
President, in view of recent criticisms of 
Rotary, delivered an address which all who 
heard him keenly appreciated. He said that 
he could not ignore the fact that certain 
journals had recently published articles 
making certain charges against Rotary, 
which, if allowed to go unchallenged, would 
give an utterly wrong impression of Rotary 
and its members. In refutation of these 
charges, and before I attempt to define what 
Rotary is, said Mr. Summerfield, I now state 
emphatically what it is not, It is not allied 
to, controlled by, or an off-shoot of any 
other movement in existence. While it is 
non-sectarian, it is most decidedly not anti- 
religious. There has been nothing sinister 
or furtive in Rotary from its birth to the 
present day; it is made up of representative 
business men and professional men, and in 
all of the Irish clubs there are numbers of 
well-known Catholics who have never found 
anything wrong with Irish Rotary. 

Rotary is established in forty-four countries, 
and has nearly 150,000 members, and I fee! 
that if any trouble has arisen, or is brewing, 
it is not the fault of Rotary as such, but

EVIDENCE AT INQUEST. 


“ Death from toxemia, caused by conges- 
tion of the lungs, following on extensive 
burns accidentally received at his residence, 
49 South Great George's street, Dublin, was 
the verdict returned at an inquest which was 
held yesterday in Mercer’s Hospital on Mr. 
Mortimer Ging, hairdresser, who died in the 
hospital last Saturday. 

Mrs. Ging, widow, stated thet on March 
18 they both returned from a friend’s house 
about 12.30. There was a small fire in the 
room when they went to bed and the baby's 
cot was near it, but the baby was with its 
grandmother. She was awakened by her 
husband shouting *‘ Fire!” They both put 
‘heir heads out of the window and called 
“ Fire!” and she then collapsed. . 

Captain Power and Fireman Patrick Kelly 
gave evidence of coming to the house and 
finding the door of the room in which the 
fire had broken out shut. They broke open 
the door and found the room full of smdke 
and flames. 

Francis Lawlor, Aungier street, said that 
he was awakened by shouts of fire. He saw 
someone at the top window of a house in 
(jeorge’s street, and went to the house and 
succeeded in foreing the hall door open before 
the Fire Brigade arrived. 

Dr. L. J. Byrne, Coroner, commended 
Captain Power and Fireman Kelly for the 
manner in which they had carried out their 
duty. 

| HEART FAILURE. 

‘Death from natural causes” was the 
verdict returned by the jury at an inquest 
which was held yesterday in the Dublin 
Morgue on the body of Mrs. Teresa Kearns, 
of 12 Little Longford street, Dublin. Dr. 
Murphy stated that deceased woman wes 
suffering from bronchitis, and death was 
caused by heart failure following eonjestion 
of the lungs. 


INFANT'S DEATH.

The Shannon.Scheme. 


On next Thursday the Shannon 
Electricity Supply Board will assume 
control of six additional municipal under- 
takings, including Dublin, Rathmines and 
Pembroke. Already eight such undertak- 
ings have been acquired by the Board, and 
after Thursday only four will remain 
under municipal control. Dr. McLaughlin 
and his colleagues expect that current 
from the Shannon will be available at the 
end of September, and in the meanwhile 
the province of Leinster will be supplied 
with electricity from the Dublin plant. 
All these municipal undertakings are 
being acquired without any kind of com- 
pensation. At the last meeting of the 
Rathmines Urban Council a resolution of 
protest was passed with one dissentient ; 
but the municipal authorities have no 
redress. ‘They being forced to 
acquiesce in the Board’s decision. Our 
readers will remember that the four Con- 
tinental experts’ report, which was re- 
carded as the last word on Shannon 
economy, expressly stated that the muni- 
cipal undertakings ought to be left alone, 
and that they ought to be supplied by the 
Shannon Board with electric current in 
bulk. The price at which current could 
be delivered at the Dublin switch-board 
was Stated then to be .53 of a penny. 
By its decision to acquire the municipal 
undertakings, the Shannon 
Board has ignored the experts’ advice. 
The chairman of the Rathmines C@gncil 
suggests that the Board has discovered 
that the original price of .53 of a penny 
was too low, and that the Board has 
launched its confiscatory policy in order 
to disguise this fact. Be that as it may, 
the citizens of Dublin, Rathmines and 
Pembroke, as well as those of the minor 
municipalities, will be in the hands of the 
Shannon Board before the end of the 
present week. 

The consumers still are in the dark 
concerning the ultimate price which they 
will be required to pay for their electric 
current, In order that the Shannon 
scheme may be placed on a business foot- 


are 


however, 


and towns. Already its electricians «are 
“wiring” several Leinster municipalities 
which hitherto have had no electric light ; 
but, although current is expected within 
the next six months, no real campaign of 
organised “publicity” has been under- 
taken. 

For better or for worse, the: Shannon 
Scheme has come to stay, and the people 
of the Free State must pay for it. It is 
time that everybody ‘should realise that 
fact. The Board has announced that 
principal ‘and interest on the capital cost 
and running expenses must be met 
entirely out of income. These charges 
will be virtually fixed, and current 
will be cheap or dear in propor- 
tion to the amount that is consumed.’ If 
the public co-operates with the Board and 
uses as much current as possible the price 
per unit will be reasortably cheap ; if there 
is no public enthusiasm the price will be 
high. The first essential, in our view, is 
the creation of what the Americans term 
an “‘electrical consciousness’? among the 
people. They must be taught the value of 
electricity. What is the Shannon Board 
doing to achieve this end? It is true that 
there has been a certain amount of half- 
hearted* propaganda; but that is not 
enough. Properly advertised, the Shannon 
Scheme can be made to pay; left to its 
own devices it will not pay. In the case 
of such a huge national undertaking 
nothing must be left to chance. We do 
not believe for a moment that the 
rosy estimates of current at a penny 
per unit to the.consumer ever are likely 
to be realised, unJess a heavy industrial 
load is created. In the meanwhile profits 
in some parts of the country must be used 
to balance losses’ in others, and the 
citizens of Dublin, for example, must be 
resigned to the fact that their annual 
profit will enable the consumers of pro-. 
vincial towns to get their current at a 
reasonable price. The inequity of this 
system is obvious; but national needs 
must over-ride local] interests. The truth 
is that if the people do not pay for the 
Shannon Scheme as consumers, they will 
be mulcted_ as taxpayers. 


Marked Eggs. 


Next month all eggs imported into 
Great Britain will require to bear a mark 
indicating the country of their origin. 
To-day the regulations of the Free State 
Government concerning the marking of 
Free State eggs are announced. From 
April 15th, all eggs exported to Great 
Britain or Northern Ireland must be 
stamped “ Irish Free State.” Packages 
of second quality or preserved eggs must 
be specified by an appropriate brand. 
The obligation may serve to remind all 
concerned that egg production is a serious 
business, not to be undertaken with less 
attention to the market’s demands than 
any form of industria] production. For 
thirty years Irish farmers have been told 
that farming is a business; now that fact 
is being brought home by grim economic 
reality and by State action in tho lands 
both of production and of consumption. 
While the feckless may complain, the 
judicious. will welcome the inevitable 
tightening-up of control over the agricul- 
tural industry. Henceforward, Free State 
eggs will sell in the British market solely 
on their own merits.. If their quality is 
consistently good, they will bring con- 
sistently good prices. If supplies are 
irregular in quantity and quality, the 
price will fall Egg producers and 
exporters, therefore, are put on their 
mettle, with a sensitive market to 
stimulate and to reward good work. The 
present average price for Free State eggs, 
as our Agricultural Correspondent points 
out to-day, is unduly low. The Danish 
producer receives on an average ós. 1ld. 
more for every “ great hundred ”’ of eggs 
than the Free State farmer. This com- 
parison, however, is slightly deceptive ; 
for it is based on the produce of the 
whole year. The Danes devote 
pains to the production of eggs for the 
winter market, and thus sell their pro- 
duce when the best prices are offered. 
The Free State farmer, on the other hand, 
neglects the winter market. He lacks the 
spacious and well-equipped farm build- 
ings of his rival, and he is not experienced 
in scientific methods of feeding and care. 
Henceforward, the eggs of the Free State 
no longer will be bulked with English 
eggs in the retail shops, and the fact that 
they will need to stand wholly on their 
own merits will bring into relief the 
discrepancy between summer and winter 
output. Although eggs exported in the 
summer from the Free State now are 
admittedly of a good standard of quality, 
they will fail to command good prices if 
the importers find that supplies are likely 
to fall off abruptly. A steady volume of 
egg output all the year round, therefore, 
now must become the aim of the Free 
State farmer.

- Talking Films. 


Mr. William Fox, of the Fox Film 
Corporation, has decided that henceforth 
his organisation will produce only musica! 
and dialogue pictures. It is reported 
that two hundred leading actors and 
actresses from Broadway have signed 
contracts for talking pictures, and that 
they are about to leave for Hollywood. 
The complaint often is heard that our age 
is the noisiest age in history. To some 
people a cinema theatre is something like 
an oasis of quiet in this world of noise. 
It is true that the silence by no means 
is complete. Even when the band stops 
playing we can hear the machine of the 
operator, but dialogue appears to be un- 
necessary. It is possible to imagine quite 
easily what film actors are likely to say 
in a given situation. Perhaps, this in 
itself is a tribute to their skill. The 
tendency in some of the more intelli- 
gent productions—such as those of Mr. 
Chaplin—seems to be towards a form of 
pantomime rather than towards rivalry of 
the “‘legitimate stage.” .The physical 
presénce of an actor always will be neces- 
sary for the representation of the most 
subtle shades of feeling. The drama may 
be injured by “talkies,” but it will 
survive. Can the silent film survive its 
formidable competitor? Some of the 
powers who rule at Hollywood appear to 
think that it is doomed; but there is one 
serious difficulty in the way of a world 
conquest by “talkies”? which no amount 
of technical improvement can remove. It 
is the language problem. . Not even the 
immense energy and ingenuity of film 
producers can undo the consequence of 
what happened at Babel.

ASCENSION DAY VISIT TO 

_ ST. JOHN LATERAN, 

From Revrer’s Corresponnenr, 

ROME, Monday. 

The report is circulated in Rome to-day 
that on Ascension Day, May 9th, His 
Holiness the Pope will bless a million 
people from the balcony of St. John 
Lateran. 

The Pope is reported to have said :— 
“I hope that my first visit outside the 
Vatican will be to the Church of St. John 
Lateran,” which. is the first of the 
Christian churches, having been conferred 
by the Emperor Constantine on the 
Bishop of Rome (the Pope) as his 
episcopal residence. St. Sylvester, the 
thirty-fourth Pope in the chronolegy ot 
Roman Pontiffs, dug with his own hands 
the foundation of the historic Basilica, 
which is known also as ‘‘the mother of 
all the Churches in the Eternal City.” 
Originally the Basilica was dedicated to 
the Most Holy Saviour, whose feast falls 
on Ascension Day, which this year will be 
May 9th. On that day the Pope would 
like to resume the custom of his pre- 
decessors by reviving the ceremony of 
taking possession of the Lateran Basilica, 
where, before 1870, for fifteen centuries, 
the Popes had been crowned alter their 
election. 

Pope Pius would also like to revive the 
old custom of appearing on Ascension Day 
on the balcony of St. John Lateran to 
impart his Benediction to the people 
massed in the square below, which ex- 
tends as far as the Basilica of Santa Croce | 
in Gerusalemme, so called because it con- 
tains a portion of the true Cross, |, 
deposited there by the Empress Helena. 
There is so much room in this square that 
it is estimated that one million people 
could assemble in it to receive the Papal 
Benediction 

SOME DIFFICULTIES. 
His: Holiness is also most anxious to 
visit the Missionary Museum which he 
himself founded in the Lateran Palace 
with the objects sent to Rome by the 
Catholic missions throughout the world. 
This museum was inaugurated by Cardinal 
Vannutelli, Dean of the Sacred College, 
in December, 1926. It was in the famous 
Council Hall of the Lateran Museurn that 
Cardinal Gasparri and Signor Mussolini 
sijsned the Treaty of Conciliation between 
the Holy See and the Italian State on 
February 11th. 

Everything possible has been done to 
satisfy the Papal desire, which, however, 
cannot be carried out unless the Lateran 
treaties are ratified and other secondary, 
but indispensable, agreements between the 
two Powers have been completely settled. 
Failing this, the Pope will somewhat post- 
pone the day for his first visit outside the 
Vatican, for which special arrangements 
will have to be organised between the 
Papal and Italian authorities. 

Although St. John's enjoys the rights 
of .extra-territoriality, Pope Pius would 
have to cross ‘Italian territory in going 
there, so that on leaving the -Vatican he 
must be received and welcomed by the 
King and members of the-Cabinet and all 
the Italian authorities as a friendly foreign 
Sovereign. What will be impossible to 
resuscitate is the ancient, gorgeous caval- 
cade,- with the Pope riding in the middle, 
on a beautiful white mule, as he used to 
do when going from the Vatican to 
St. John’s. The procession now will 
consist only of a series of modern prosaic 
motor cars, though that of the Pope will 
be gilded and have glass all round, so 
that he can be seen by the populace. 

THE POPE’S GIFT OF PALM. 

A Vatican City message says :—The 
Pope has sent the large palm presented to 
him by the Benedictine nuns of Camaldoli 
to Signor Pacelli, the notary who played 
such an imporant part in the negotia- 
tions for the settlement of the Roman 
question. In the centre of this palm is a 
miniature representing Pius XI. blessing 
the Italian flag and the Lictors Fasces 
symbolising the union of Church and 
State, and thus the gift to Signor Pacelli 
is particularly appropriate.

The organisers claim that 
the delegation is the most comprehensive 
and influential combination of commercial 
interests that has ever left the country on 
a.similar mission. The object of tha 
mission is to study conditions in Russia, 
and to survey and investigate possible 
openings for British trade. and, in the 
circumstances, the question of credits and 
of Russia’s financial resources must form 
an important part of the inquiry. The 
delegation expects to remain in Russia 
for three or four weeks, and on its return 
will issue a report which may result in 
an extension of British trade with Russia.

PROBABLE RESORT TO 
ARBITRATION. 


CANADIAN MINISTER TO 
PLAY LEADING PART. 


From ‘‘ Tae Times ’’ CoRRESPONDENT. 
WASHINGTON, Monday Night. 

It has been established, to the apparent 
satisfaction of the British and American 
authorities concerned, that the auxiliary 
schooner Im Alone, sunk off the 
Louisiana coast on March 22nd by a 
United States coastguard cutter, was of 
Canadian registry. 

The Canadian Minister, Mr. Vincent 
Massey, will accordingly play a leading 
part in the future exchanges upon the 
subject with the State Department, 
though highly important precedents, 
which may be involved, and the fact that 
a member of the I’m Alone’s crew, who 
lost his life, was, though of French origin, 
a British subject, will make it necessary 
that the British Ambassador should keep 
in close touch with developments. 

According to Captain Randall, when he 
was first approached by the _ cutter 
Walcott on March 20th, he was “' 148 to 
15 miles”. off the shore of Louisiana, 
whereas the coastguard has declared his 
off-shore distance to have been eight 
miles, 


THE TERRITORIAL LIMIT. 


The continued validity of the old terri- 
torial limit of three miles is recognised 
as fully by the United States as by the 
sritish Government, but Congress, for 
the purposes of the prevention of liquor 
smuggling, attempted to set up in its 
Tarif Act of 1922 what is known as a 
‘“l2-miles limit ’’—something which has 
never been recognised by either the 
British of the Canadian Governments. 

Furthermore, there are the so-called 
‘‘rum-running ” treaties of 1928, signed 
in identical form by the British and 
Canadian Governments, wherein they 
engage to “ raise no objection ” to search 
and possible seizure of suspected vessels, 
though not “ at a greater distance from 
the coast of the United States, its terri 
tories or possessions than can be traversed 
in one hour by the vessel suspected of 
endeavouring to commit the offence.’’ 

It is possible that the case of the I’m 
Alone will ultimately be a matter for 
settlement by arbitration.

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BRITISH CAPTAIN’S 
OWN STORY. 


LANDED IN IRONS AT NEW 
ORLEANS, 


From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
| NEW ORLEANS, Monday. 

The crew of the British schooner I’m 
Alone, which was chased and sunk by a 
United States coastguard cutter, were 
landed here this morning, under a heavy 
guard. All the men were manacled. 

In response to inquiries Renter’s Cor- 
respondent received the following telegram 
from the master of the I’m Alone (Captain 
John Randall, who is a Canadian) :— 

“The British auxiliary schooner I'm 
Alone anchored at 5 a.m. last Wednes- 
day, 144 miles off shore. There was a 
cargo of liquor on board. We had had 
engine trouble, and just as the necessary 
repairs had been made a revenue cutter 
came up and ordered us to heave to. I 
refused to ise his authority, and 
proceeded south. Later I allowed him to 
come aboard without arms. 

“On the same afternoon the revenue 
cutter received orders to seize my vessel, 
and he fired twenty shots, one of which 
mutilated our flag. His gun jammed, and 
he then opened fire with a machine gun. 

“We continued south on our course 
towards Mexico, the cutter following. 

“On Friday morning another cutter 
arrived on the scene about 7.30. A 
moderate gale was blowing at the time, 
and high seas were running. We were 
then 225 miles south by east of the New 
Orleans bar. 

i “The cutter signalled: “Heave to or I 
re.’ 

“I replied: ‘You have no jurisdiction 
over my ship. You may fire, but I will 
not surrender.’ 


. THE FIRST SHOTS. 

“ He then fired about a hundred shots, 
most of which struck the vesse]. They 
also used machine guns and rifles. Both 
my boats were riddled, and the vessel 
went down about five minutes after he had 
stopped. All my men jumped into the 
water, clinging to whatever they could 
find, and about ten to fifteen minutes 
later we were picked up by the cutter.” 

In conclusion, Captain. Randall said: 
‘T..consider it the most cowardly crime 
committed since the late war.’ . 

The Customs authorities also obtained 
a‘sworn statement from Captain Randall. 
The statement begins:—‘‘ I am forty-nine 
years of age. I was born at Trinity, New- 
foundland, and my present home is at 
Liverpool, Nova Scotia, I have been a 
Canadian citizen since 1899. My family 
consists of my wife and- two children: 
They live at Liverpool. I am a master 
mariner, and carry: a master’s certificate, 
which was issued at Cardiff, Wales.” 


THE LAST VOYAGE. 

Captain Randall then describes how he 
became master of the I’m Alone. He had 
known the vessel for. about. two and a 
half years, having seen references in the 
newspapers to her. being engaged in the 
‘‘ rum-running ” business off the Atlantic 
Coast. Early last year, however, she was 
purchased by a reputable Nova Scotian 
firm, and Captain Randall was employed 
as her master. 

The schooner engaged in the liquor 
trade on her first voyage under the new 
master with success. Captain Randal! 
took on a cargo of 1,400 cases of assorted 
liquors at St. Pierre, which, according to 
instructions, he conveyed to a point 350 
milés due south of the Trinity Shoals 
light-buoy, off the Louisiana coast, and 
delivered to a stranger who arrived in a 
large motor boat. 

The only means of identifying the 
consignee was that he presented the other 
half of a torn dollar bill, which fitted 
exactly the half which had been given to 
Captain Randall at St. Pierre. It took 
the motor boat two trips to remove the 
entire consignment of liquor. 

While navigating in the neighbourhood 
of the rendezvous the United States 
coastguard cutter’ Wallcott suddenly ap 
peared, and Captain Randall, therefore, 
roceeded to Belize, Honduras, whither he 
had cleared from St. Pierre. There he 
secured another cargo of 2,600 cases, 
which he took to the old meeting-place, 
and discharged into three motor boats, 
whose owners presented the torn halves 
of dollar bills which fitted the halves held 
by Captain Randall. 


FREEDOM OF THE HIGH SEAS. 

Captain Randall. then returned to 
Belize, and took on a third cargo of 2,800 
cates, which he had on board when the 
I’m Alone was sunk. 

The Captain’s affidavit shows that he 
asserted his right to proceed on the high 
seas without interference, but in vain. 
None of the crew was injured by the fire 
of the coastguard cutter, as they were 
gathered aft about Captain Randall. 

The prisoners were examined in the 
Customs House by American officials. 
The British Consul insisted on having a 
representative of Great Britain present 
during the examination.

EXPORT EGGS TO 
BE STAMPED. 


Terms of Order bu the 
Minister for - 
Agriculture.

HOW VALUE OF TRADE 

COULD BE INCREASED. 
— 


On and from the 15th April next every 
egg exported from the Irish Free State to 
(sreat Britain and Northern Ireland must 
bear a stamp indicating the country of 
origin. This stamp is designed in the 
shape of an ellipse, with the words “ Irish 
Free State” enclosed therein, and con- 
forms in all respects, including dimen- 
sions, with the pattern given in the Order 
which has been made by the Minister for | 
Agriculture under the Agricultural 
Produce (Eggs) Act, 1924. From the 1st 
February to the 30th June each year fresh 
eggs must be stamped thus in black ink 
and at other times in red ink. 

Trade eggs must also be similarly 
stamped before being packed for export, 
but shall also bear in ink the words 
“Second quality” in letters not less than 
one-sixteenth of an inch in height, en- 
closed in a circle of not less than half- 
inch diameter. 

Preserved eggs, in addition to the Irish 
Free State. stamp, shall be marked with 
the word “ Preserved.”’ 

The regulations provide further for the 
description of the quantity of eggs in each 
case to be plainly. stamped in block letters 
at least one inch im height at the bottom 
of the case. The date of packing must be 
marked both inside and outside of 
packages, while packages used for the 
itinerant collection of eggs shall have the 
words “For collection only” stamped 
plainly thereon in block letters at least 
three inches in height. 

The stamping is usually done by means 
of rubber ‘stamvs with spongy rubber 
backs, which reduce the pressure of print- 
ing to the minimum, and so prevent th? 
breakage of shells. ; 


VALUE OF WINTER TRADE. 


This arrangement should stimulate egg 
production, not only during the season 
when prices are low, but in winter, when 
prices are at their best. If Irish Free 
State eggs, as labelled, meet with a keen 
demand because of their quality durine 
the summer, consumers will naturally ask 
why supnlies cannot be maintained during 
the winter. 

According to the British Trade and 
Navigation Returns, the average values 
per great hundred of eggs imported into 
Great Britain in 1928 included :—Den- 
mark, 16s. 54d.; Netherlands, 15s. 54d. ; 
Belgium, 14s. 7?d.; Australia, 17s. 6d. ; 
China, 11s. 9}d.; and Irish Free State, 
12s. 64d. 

It will be seen that the price of the 
Free State eggs is ós. lld. per 120 less 
than the eggs sent from Denmark, which, 
taking into account the quantity exported, 
is estimated to represent a loss to the 
Free State producer of a little over a 
million, which a correspondent declares 
“could be gained by the producers at no 
additional cost in feeding. Why cannot 
the Free State produce eggs of equal 
quality to Denmark? I can, and there is 
no reason why it. cannot be done 
generally.” 

The Jrish Times agricultural representa- 
tive on going into the matter found that 
the high average recorded for Danish eggs 
is due to thé fact that Denmark exports 
most eggs in winter when prices are high. 
while during the rest of the year they 
concentrate on producing the 18]b. egg. 
Although the number of eggs is smaller, 
their greater size makes them a paying 


ploposition. 
GRADING BY WEIGHT. 


In the Irish Free State eggs are not 
actually graded by weight, though the best 
weigh from 16lb. per 120 upwards. In 
Northern Iveland eggs are graded by 
weight, and a similar method of marketing 
may soon be adopted: in the Irish Free 
S fate. 

In the average household the egg of 
average size is better appreciated than a 
very larze one. As far as the poultry- 
keeper is concerned, opinions favour the 
2oz. egg becnuse it is produced in Jarger 
quantities. Now is the ti'ne to see about 
hatching eggs for the production of winter 
layers. That is what our poultry-keepers 
should aim at now. If they do, they 
should, with all the facilities now at their 
disposal, be able to hold their place in the 
British egg market all the year round.

Immediately after the gun carriage 
bearing the coffin will walk the British 
Assistant Military Attaché, Major Neville, 
carrying Marshal Foch’s baton of a British 
Field-Marshal on a cushion: a Polish 
officer carrying the Polish Marshal's báfon, 
and an officer Trom the Ecole de Guerre 
with the late Marshal’s French insignia. 
Funeral marches will be played during 
the passage of the cortege, and a salvo of 
twenty-one guns will be fired as the pro- 
cession reaches the Place de la Concorde. 
Military ’planes will escort the pro¢es- 
sion from the air. The sole oration of tlie 
day will be pronounced by M. Poincaré 
before the Invalides. It will be amplified 
by loud speakers for the benefit of the 
crowd. 
When the carriage enters the ground of 
the Invalides it will be followed only by 
a small party, composed of the members 
of the family, the Marshals of France, 
the members of the Government, and the 
heads of the foreign delegations. 

: Midnight. 
A crowd is already gathering in front 
of the Cathedral of Notre Dame. where 
the Funeral Service for the late Marshal 
Foch is to take place to-morrow. Street 
lamps in the square and adjoining streets 
have been draped, and the funeral knell 
is tolling from the north tower.

YESTERDAY'S TRIBUTES BY 

THE PUBLIC. 

“THe Tires’? CORRESPONDENT. 

PARIS, Monday. 
The body of Marshal Foch, covered with 
the French flag, now lies in & small chapel 
in Notre Dame, whither it was brought at 
a late hour last night. 

Escorted by cavalry, bearing torches, .and 
by trumpeters and drummers, in bushed 
streets beneath the starlit sky, it was fol- 
lowed by a procession of mourners across 
Paris to the cathedral. 

Arrived in the square before the western 
portals of the church, the trumpeters sounded 
the call, ‘‘4u Champa.” <A series of sharp 
orders were heard in the darkness as the 
troops formed up on either side of the square, 
and then two vested priests appeared in tho 
doorway. The coffin was carried through the 
nave, where only a few flickering lights broke 
the gloom of columns: and bays, to a small 
chapel on the right of the nave. 

Heavily draped with black hangings» 
fringed and bordered with silver, the chapel, 
through its screened doorway, was illuminated 
with high candles, the light, flickering upon 


a large silver cross. 
BOY SCOUTS ON GUARD. 


The coffin was placed in the centre of the 
chapel, decked over once more with the flag, 
and‘on this were arranged the late Marshal's 
grey mantle, kepi, and sword. On either 
side were wreaths of tricolour flags, caught 
up with crape. Four Boy Scouts mounted 
guard, and an ex-Service man stood before 
the entrance of the chapel, bearing the 
Marshal’s personal flag. 

The mourners—among them Madame Foch 
and her near relatives—knelt for a few 
moments in silence and then departed, to 
leave the cathedral empty in the mystery 
of darkness, save for the watchers before 
the candle-lit chapel and a few workmen pre- 
paring the choir and nave for to-morrow’s 
ceremony. 

Thus it remained till dawn broke through 
the coloured glass of the eastern lancets, and 
fresh workmen came to complete their tasks, 
Early in the morning Madame Foch again 
visited the chapel, and afterwards many 
others—military officers, high dignitaries, 
statesmen, and citizens—came to render 
homage. | 

It had been intended that these visits 
should be given strictly private character, 
and that Notre Dame for to-day should re- 
main closed to the general public. It seon 
appeared, however, that the great defile . of 
yesterday at the Arc de Triomphe, though 
constituting the largest crowd seen in Paris 
since the peace parade, had: by no means 
exhausted the number of those who desired 
once more to gaze upon the bier. 

Several thousand persons soon gathered in 
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the Place du Parvis de Notre Dame, and 
formed themselvés expectantly into a queue 
in the evident hope that the doors of the 
cathedral would be thrown open. Extra 
police were summoned to control the crowd, 
and at half-past ten those at its head were 
allowed to pass through the portal of. Bainte 
Anne, the right of the three great’ entrance 
doors, to file- past the chapel, and to return 
by the central door, the Porte de Judgment. 
A REPRESENTATIVE PILGRIMAGE. 
This was haps*the most tepresentative 
of all the pilgrimages of the last few days. 


All who nad not been able to do so in more. 


privileged eircumstances joined in the pro- 
cession—officers, deputies, workmen ahd 
work-gitls, .soldieys, business. folk, market 
women—a mirror, in fact, of all that goes 
to make up the varied life of the city. 

The great parade past the Arc de Triomphe 
on its high hill was perhaps the most magnifi- 
cent national tribute. This thin procession of 
poe turning to the bier and inclining their 
reads beneath the vaulted aisles. seemed to 


convey the intimate understanding of grate- | 


ful fellow citizenship. 

At neon the progress was stopped, and the 
cathedral closed its doors. But by 3 o'clock 
a fresh line of people had gatheréd, stretch- 
ing across the bridge to the quay on the left 
bank. Once more the doors were re-opened, 
and so it went on.

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GENERAL PHIMO DE 
RIVERA AND THE 
SUCCESSION.

MADRID, Monday 

In a Note issued this evening General 
Primo de Rivera discusses ways and 
means of providing for a successor. Ii 1 
thought it possible, he says, that I was 
physically robust enough to stand another 
live years of the arduous and enervating 
task to which I have applied myself for 
tke last five years, 1 should not hesitate 
for a moment to ask the sovereign people 
to ratify their confidence in me for that 
period. But I do not feel young and 
strong enough for that. I must, conse- 
quently hasten my preparations for giving 
up the Government, because the worst 
thing for the country would be to find 
itself faced with an unexpected succession 
ab infestato, not through any lack of men 
capable of continuing the magnificent 
worl: of the dictatorship, but because sur- 
prise at the event would confuse t!e mass 
of citizens whose homogeneity and 
cohesion to-day constitute our grea._st 
force, as is acknowledged even by our 
adversaries, who, in weighing up the 
possibilities of an appeal, would obtain a 
crushing majority. Í think so, too; but 
to make such an appeal would mean 
ratifying a system which I think it 
essential to do away with, substituting for 
it another more genuine and rational one, 
and would revive local political feuds in 
the absence of which people are now living 
and working quietly and happily. 

In conclusion, after alluding to the 
enthusiastic reception which he met with 
yesterday irom the inhabitants of the 
provinces of Saragossa and Huesca, the 
Marquis de Estella says:—Every sensible 
person in Spain trembles at the idea of a 
possible change of régime and Government, 
but, as neither the one 1 or the other can 
be everlasting, it is necessary to prepare 
for this inevitable contingency, and to do 
so in a cool and calm manner, so that the 
transier of power may constitute a happy 
event for the nation.

“Ts the Govornment Unpopular!’’ was the 
title of a lecture delivered by Major Bryan 
Cooper, T.D., at a well-attended meeting of 
tale Central Branch of Cumann na nGaedheal 
in,the Shelbourne Hote!. Dublin, last night. 

Major cooper said .hat there was every 

reason that the Government should be un- 
popular. In. this country .all Governments 
were unpopular. The mere fact of being a 
Government placed responsibility and un- 
popularity*on the shoulders oí. those who 
composed it. 
" All Governments that had held office for a 
long time were bound to lose support. During 
seven years the Free State Government had 
been faced by a far more serious position 
than .anv British Government. It had to 
crush an armed revolt, and had to improvise 
an army, police force and civil service. In 
that improvisation mistakes were bound to 
occur. ó 

Another reason why the Government. was 
unpopular was because it had governed. It 
had performed the first duty of a Government 
in anv civilised country—it had enforced the 
law and punished crime. Therefore the 
criminal element in the population did not 
like it 

“We do not want the popularity or ap- 
nlause of the gunman,” said the speaker. 
“We stand for the impartial enforcement of 
the law. the right-of peaceful citizens to go 
about their business without being bullied or 
thneatened, and if that makes us unpopular 
we are willing to face that unpopularity. 

Another reason for the Government's un- 
popularity was betause it had levied taxation. 
and: that certainly was not popular. 


FIANNA FAIL FALLACIES. 

Mr. de Valera had recently discovered that 
the taxable capacity of this country was 
£12.000,000. That sounded very nice, and 
they would be all glad if it were possible to 
reduce taxation w that mm. ge “á — 
look at certain charges which nobody pro- 
posed reducing. Education cost £4,210,000, 
old age pensions £2,727,000, Posts and 
Telegraphs —£2,233,000. interest on debt 
£1.529,000, local loans £935,000, supple- 
mentary agricultural grants £599,000, and 
Revenue (Commissioners .900 These 
items totalled £12,893,000, yet left nothing 
for agriculture; nothing fer administering the 
Dairy Produce Act, the marketing of eggs, 
Live Stock Acts, or the Acts that were 
raising the price of their produce in England 
and elsewhere; nothing for industry and 
commerce; nothing 'for industrial develop- 
ment; nothing for housing; nothing for the 
administration of justice; nothing for police ; 
nothing for the Land Commission, and 
nothing whatever for the Dail. (Laughter.) 

The Government had removed the tea duty. 
The sugar duty had been reduced to a 
nominal figure, and the income tax was 
reduced to three shillings in the £. In 1923 
the estimates were £42,278,4€0; but, of 
course, that was an abnormal year. This 
vear the estimates were £21,141,430—they 
were reduced to half within six years, and 
yet the people said the Government had done 
nothing to reduce taxation. 

Recently Dr. Ryan, Fianna Fail deputy for 
Wexford, said that there were over nine 
hundred. civil servants with salaries of over 
£1.000° a year; and Mr. Lemass said that 
over two hundred and fifty civil servants had 
salaries of over £1,000 a year. There was a 
great difference between the two statements. 
He. (Major Cooper) had been very carefully 
through the ‘estimates and through the 
salaries charged on the Central Fund, and he 
found that sixty-two civil servants were 
getting salaries of £1,000 a year or over. 

There were also a number of Jegal posts— 
judges of the Supreme, High and Ciremt 
Courts. arid some’ county registrars; they 
amounted to seventy-one with salaries of over 
£1,000 a year. Altogether he found that the 
number in receipt of salaries of £1,000 a year 
or over was one hundred and fifty-two. 

Referring to some of the economies effected, 
Major Cooper said that the General Prisons 
Board had been abolished, the work being 
now dene by the Department of Justice, and 
the Registrar-General’c office had been 
abolished, and the work was now done by 
the Department of Local Government. 


COMPULSORY IRISH. 

Some persons said that the Government 
Was unpopular because of compulsory Irish, 
but critics of the Government overlouked one 
important factor—every member of ihe Dail 
had sworn an oath to be faithful to the 
Constitution, and Article 4 stated that Irish 
was the national language. To him the 
oath was not an “ empty formula,’’ and he 
thought the same applied to other members 
of the Dail. They accepted the fact that 
lrish was the national language, but there 
was room for difference of opinion as to 
iethod. Personally, he preferred’ the 
missionary methods of St. Patrick and St. 
Columba to the methods of Chariemagne when 
he converted the Saxon by battalions and 
baptised them by platoons. Those enthusias- 
tically in favour of Irish were about five per 
cent, of the population ; those fiercely opposed 
to it were about the same number, while the 
vast majority were prepared to give the 
experiment a trial. 

Perhaps unemployment hit the Government 
harder than anything else, and vet it was 
difficult to say what any: Government could 
do to improve it. 


UNEMPLOYMENT. 

The unemployment problem existed in 
Australia and Canada, France was the onlv 
country where it did not exist, because the 
Frenchman was not bound by trade union 
rules. Nothing could bring about a solution 
of the problem hut an atmosphere of peace, 
order and security, and a. feeling that that 
atmosphere was going to continue. 

But the Government had done something 
in the matter, said Major Cooper, and he in- 
stanced the sum of £1,430,000, which had 
heen voted in the past six years for the 
Jaand Commission. the most of which had 
gone in labour, The recent tariff on woollens 
was already beginning to produce results. He 
knew a mill in the West of Treland which 
had heen slut down for the past six or seven 
years, and he had heard recently that, as a 
result of the tariff.a Northern firm 
bought the mil, and intended to open it 
again. 

There had been much criticism of the 
Censorship Bill. hut he wondered if the critics 
had read the bill as it emerged from the Dail. 
The only books or newspapers affected by 
the measure were those thet published in- 
decent or obscene matter and birth contro! 
propaganda, and very few people in the 
country were prepared to stand over any 
work that published that kind cf filth. 

The Government had achieved a certain 
unpopularity amongst a section by the 
passing of the Local Appointments Com- 
mission, but he regarded that Act as the best 
thing done in Ireiand in thirty years. The 
professions appreciated it now, and he be 
lieved that the people would appreciate it. 

In conclusion, Major Cooper urged that the 
people were not sufficiently alive to what 
had been done by the Government, and the 
function of a branch. such as that was to 
dispel the false ideas going about ard to 
proclaim their faith i the Goverrment of 
the country that had made this country a 
self-governing, seli-respecting State. If the 
people were told what the Government had 
done and what they would do in the future, 
the answer to the question, “ Is the Govern- 
ment unpopular!’ would be * No.” 

A hearty vote of thanks was passed to 
Major Cooper for his lecture.

UNEMPLOYMENT 
INSURANCE. 
NORTHERN IRELAND 
BILL. 
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In the House of Lords yesterday the 
Unemployment Insurance (Northern Ireland 
Agreement) Bill passed the Committee stage. 

Lord Arnold moved an amendment to the 
first clause of the bill providing that no sum 
should be charged and paid to the Govern- 
ment of Northern Ireland if there is a surplus 
in the Unemployment Fund of Northern 
Ireland and any deficiencies in that 
fund have been made good. At the outset 
Lord Arnold made it clear that the Labour 
Party was not objecting to the fag elp 
to the Unemployment Fund of Northern 
Ireland when help was needed. They thought, 
however, that that help should be given by 
way of a loan, and not as a gift. Why should 
any payment be made by the British Ex- 
chequer to the Government of Northern 
Ireland if their fund was in surplus and all 
deficiencies -had been made good? As he 
understood it, under the agreement signed in 
1926, the British Government should, even in 
those circumstances and under certain con- 
dtions. be liable to make payment to the 
Government of Northern Ireland. i 

The agreement, in his o inion, was not 
really ‘reciprocal, and the White Paper was 
deceptive. It really means, he added, that 
unless we alter the wav in which we finance 
our fund we can nevér get anything from 
Northern Ireland. It seems to ne that we 
cannot hope to get anything under this agree- 
ment, even if they were in surplus. More 
over, he added, it was extremely improbable 
that the circumstances would ever arise when 
the British figure of unemployment would he 
helow the figure of unemployment in Northern 
Ireland. That was almost it conceivable. The 
agreement was an extraordinary one. He 
did not think that it had been _ pyvoperly 
thought out. The amendment which he pro- 
posed would put the matter right. 

LORD CUSHENDUN'S REPLY. 

Lord Cushendun, replying for the Govern- 
ment. said that, no doubt, Lord Arnold wae 
quite aware of the fact that, if the amend- 
ment were accepted, or carried, it would 
have the effect of destroying the bill. He 
gathered that Lord Arnold would not 
object to that. The bill implemented the 
agreement between the Government. of 
Northern Ireland and His Majesty's Govern- 
ment, and, if they were to make alterations 
in the agreement itseli—and that was what 
the amendment would do—obviously a bill 
would have to be drafted, and, at all events, 
the two Governments would have to agree 
to the alterations which the noble lord pro- 
posed to make. The clamee which the noble 
lord desired to amend provided that what- 
ever payments were agreed upon should he 
made out of a Consolidated Fund. 

The amendment would introduce a very 
great anomaly in drafting. In addition to 
this technical objection, there were very 
grave objections to the amendment on its 
merits. After all, they had to realise that 
the intention was 'to put the two Funds on 
the same footing. It wae not a case of a 
dole, concession, or grant. It was an ar- 
rangement by which the two Funds, which 
ought to be one and indivisible, could be 
kept on terms of equality. The agreement 
already provided that no payment became 
due from the British Government in any year 
in which the Northern Ireland Fund was in 
a better position than the British 
Fund. If they had built up by years of 
prosperdus insurance a considerable 
reserve, then, obviously what took place 
was that the contributions were lowered, or 
the benefits increased to absorb the surplus 
money. When that took place it was to 
take place equally on the Irish and the 
English funds. There was no way by which 
these two funds could be kept on an equality, 
except by this system of payments from one 
to the other, not ribh sá necessarily on 
whether there was a surplus on the Irish 
fund, but on the relative positions of the 
two funds. 

He assured the House that the matter hail 
been most carefully thought ont, and that 
there was no way by which funds could be 
kept on an equality except by the system of 
cross-payments which was embodied in the 
agreement and in the bill. 

“Lord Arnold eventually . withdrew his 
amendment, and the committee stage was 
completed. 


SENTENCES AT DERRY 
ASSIZES., 
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WOMAN FAINTS IN THE DOCK. 
At the Derry Assizes yesterday there was 
a painful scene during a case in which a 
farm worker, Susan McAllister (28), Maghera- 
felt, district, was charged with having caused 
the death of her newly-born female child. 

The prisoner said that she admitted con- 
cealing the birth; but she did nothing to 
cause its death. The Crown accepted the 
plea of ‘concealment of birth, and entered a 
nolle prosequt in the infanticide charges. 

The Judge assigned Mr. Hastings, solicitor, 
and Mr. McSparron counsel for the defence. 
Mr. McSparron was addressing the Judge 
on behalf of the prisoner when she fainted 
in the dock, from which she had to be 
carried and the doctor sent for to attend her 
The business of the Court was temporarily 
suspended, and then another case was taken 
Later the prisoner recovered, and the Judge 
passed sentence of six months’ imprisonment 
on her but directed that this was not to be 
executed on her father entering into bail for 
her good behaviour for two years. ' 

The prisoner was then discharged. 

SiX MONTHS’ IMPRISONMENT. 

James O’Loughlin (20), alias McCann, was 
charged with indecently assaulting a giri, 
Maggie Sloan, at Magherafelt. When 
arraigned the prisoner said that he was to a 
certain extent guilty. 

Mr. Hastings, solicitor for the accused 
man, entered a plea of guilty, and made a 
strong appeal for lemency. 

The Judge sentenced the prisoner to six 
months’ imprisonment. 

THEFT OF HARNESS. 

Robe:t Gibson, ofiaa Hanson, Killowen, 
Colereine, was found guilty of the theft ot 
harness, the property of Ernest McGrath. 
cattle dealer, Portstewart, and he was 
sentenced to three months’ imprisonment. 
with hard Jabour. 

ASSAULT AND ROBBERY CHARGE. 

Hugh Harley (25), Cveggan road, was 
charged with having, with two others un- 
known, assaulted Miss Mary Jane Given, on 
Christmas Eve and robbed her of two 
pounds The defence was an alibi. 

The jury disagreed, and the 
adjourned till the next Assizes. 
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KING’S COUNTY HOSPITAL 
ACCOMMODATION,

SWORN INQUIRY AT 
TULLAMORE. 

A sworn inquiry was held at Tullamore by 
Dr. Clinch and Mrs. Crofts, Local Govern- 
ment Inspectors, into the question of the 
provision of hospital accommodation for the 
county. 

The hospital accommodation at Tullamore 
is at present inadequate, and it was proposed 
to build a new fever hospital, with the 
object of enabling the existing fever hospital 
to be incorporated with the general hospital. 

There also was the proposal to build a 
surgical hospital on the old prison site. 

Birr Urban Council and ratepayers in South 
King’s County opposed the proposals, and 
put forward a scheme for transferring the 
County Home from Tullamore to Birr Union 
buildings, at present disused. They claimed 
that this change would result in there being 
sufficient room for hospital cxtension in 
Tullamore by utilising the present Connty 
Home buildings when the inmates were trans- 
ferred. 

The Free State Government Department 
will announce its decision in due course. 


CATTLE POISONED BY YEW 
LEAVES.

THE TURNING POINT. 


CONVERSATIONS IN 
PRIVATE. -

From Revter’s CorRESPONDENT. 


PARIS, Monday. 

There was a surprise at this afternoon’s 
meeting of the Reparations Experts’ Com- 
mittee, the first meeting since last Wednes- 

Dr. Schacht, back from Berlin, did 

his much-talked-of offer on the table, 
and the Committee adjourned after a few 
minutes until Wednesday. There is little 
doubt that the Conference has reached a 
very important turning point. 

What happened to-day is briefly this :— 
Before the meeting Dr. Schacht had a con- 
versation with Mr. Owen Young, Chairman 
of the Committee. Nothing has transpired 
as to what was said, but when the Com- 
mittee met, to the general astonishment of 
the experts, Mr. Young, speaking slowly and 
deliberately, proposed the adjournment of the 
meeting, to enable the different delegates to 
have further private conversations with a 
view to reaching, if possible, a comynon basis 
on the subject of the figures. Everyone 
concurred, though it is by no. means 
certain that everyone knew why; for it was 
apparently felt that some new unknown 
element had intervened which made it ad- 
visable again to put off the clashing of figures 
in full Committee. ; 

THE POSSIBILITY. 

It may be supposed, though there is no 
official authority for the supposition, that Dr. 
Schacht has come back from Berlin with an 
cffer still far below what might be called a 
‘“ discussable’’ figure. Here, however, arises 
the question—Are the creditors agreed as to 
what is a minimum discussable figure— 
“figure "’ being used for short for ‘‘ scheme 
of figures’? It is possible, for example, that 
what the French would regard as outside 
discussion the British might be prepared to 
consider, albeit through intensely critical 
spectacles. 4 

It may, therefore, be that Mr. Young's 
cryptic reference to a basis of discussion was 
an adjuration to the Allies to try to come 
to an agreement on a minimum figure, some- 
Where within debatable distance of the Ger- 
man offer. The Germans, it is stated, are 
to take part also in the private discussions— 
not in all, presumably; though Mr. Young 
was probably also adjuring the Germans to 
raise the level of their offer. It is, therefore, 
lairly evident that one more attempt is being 
made to narrow the gap between creditors 
and debtor, so that the bridging of it mav 
he within the physical limits of financial 
engineering. 

The prospects thus remain much the same 
as last week’s—no settlement before Easter, 
but equally no deadlock, and a resumption of 
the bargaining after Easter, The only differ 
ence is that Dr. Schacht’s visit to Berlin does 
not seem to have facilitated a settlement.

“NEWSPAPER KING’S” 
APPEAL.TO AMERICA, 
From REvTER’S CORRESPONDENT. 
BERLIN, Monday. 

A considerable sensation has been caused 
in the German political world by the revela- 
tion that on March 5th Herr Hugenburg, 
the Chairman of the Nationalist Party, and 
‘newspaper king’’ of Germany, who wields 
enormous influence on public opimon through 
his numerous papers, sent over three thousand 
letters to prominent American pohticians and 
business men, and to newspapers, anpealing to 
them to support Germany in the Reparations 
settlement, and “to throw their weighty in- 
fluence into the scale in favour of a final peace 
in Europe and the world, which can only be 
sdihevel by a definite settlement of the 
Reparations problem on the basis of common- 
and reason, and in accordance with 
Germany’s paying capacity.” 

Herr Hugenburg goes on to say that the 
Nationalist cannot voluntarily recognise the 
Versailles Treaty, which robbed Germany of 
her sovereign rights, and which desires to 
degrade her to the position of a coleny of 
the Allies. He then declares that only the 
loans granted to Germany have enabled her 
hitherto to pay tribute to the Allies. In 
other words, it is Americans who are paying 
Germany's tribute burden, and it is they who 
are in actuality financing France’s imperialism 
and enabling the British to build their Fleet 

NATIONALIST VIEW. 

The Nationalist leader aflirms that it is a 
lie to say that Germany s prosperity is in- 
creasing, and that she can pay. If Germany, 
he says, is driven fo despair by unbearable 
burdens, then she will be driven into the arms 
of Bolshevism, and then Germany will be a 
danger. Bolshevism and the Socialists, he 
adds, are not a speciality of Russia, but 
ave a product of industrialised civilisation, 
and will, in certain circumstances, spread 
overseas like influenza. ‘‘ Our cause 1s also 
vour cause.” and the final words of Herr 
Hugenburg’s message to America, which is 
bitterly commented upon by the Democratic 
Press, as “a deliberate attempt to sabotage 
official German policy.”’

The Nationalist Fress, on the other hand, 
declares that the letter was written in ordei 
to give Americans a picture of the real 
situation in Germany, which is concealed 
by the Left Press, and also by official 
quarters.

UNEMPLOYMENT. 


THE CLYIL SERVICE 
ESTIMATES, 
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From OUR PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 


WESTMINSTER, Monday. 

On the Civil Service Estimates, Mr. D 
Grenfell, the Labour member - for Gower, 
again raised the question of unemployment, 
“aid moved a resolution deplo:ing the refusal 
of the Government to take any active 
measures for stimulating industry, and their 
failure to provide maintenance and training 
for the tens of thousands of willing workers 
for whom the Employment Exchanges could 
find no situations. ‘The matter of unemploy- 
ment, he said, had been discussed on and off 
for the past 100 years. It was a disease, 
and the question was—Could it be cured’ He 
heard no cheers from the Liberal benches— 
(laughter)—but it was common knowledge 
that within the last few days the Liberals 
had proclaimed a great discovefy which was 
going to conquer the evil of unemployment. 
Well, that news would be welcomed all ovel 
the world, as there was no country which 
was not waiting a solution of this problem. 
But it would not be solved by the kind of 
treatment which the Liberal Party had in 
their minds. Dealing next With the pro 
posals put forward by the Conservative Go 
vermment, he said that they did not touch 
the fringe of the problem. 

The resolution was seconded by Mr. J. 
Baker. 

Mr. Wardlaw Milne also dealt with Me. 
Lloyd George, whe, he said, reminded him 
of Captain Anything in Bunyan’s “ Hol) 
War.” The captain was a very famous 
geritleman, head of the society of his time. 
und supposed to be very clever and agile 
in debate. But he had a family crest whic) 
was very delicately poised—a weathercock, 
and round that weathercock was the motto: 
“We always change our judgment according 
to the necessities ”’ 

Mr. Jack Jones, interposing, said that the 
quotation was wrong. 

Mr. Wardlaw Milne said that he would be 
delighted to be corrected by a gentieman 
who was apparently better acquainted with 
Bibhcal or semi-Bibiical matters than peop! 
iad given him credit for. 

Mr. Jack Jones—It was not a weathercock. 
but a windmill. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Wardlaw Milne, proceeding with hi 
speech, urged an extension of the principle 
of safeguarding, which would help the 
industiialisis who provided work. 


ONLY THREE TRADES, 

Sir Oswald Mosley asserted that there were 
only three trades which had improved then 
position onder safeguarding—the motor car, 
artificial silk and. musical instrument trades. 
It was more than probable that these indus- 
tries would have expanded without safe 
guarding. The Conservative Government 
were very much mistaken if they thought 
that safeguarding would cure unemployment, 
as this policy could not be applied’ to th 
overwhelming majority of those industries 
which accounted for unemployment. The 
Labour Party had not put forward a 
single original idea for, dealing with un- 
employment. 

The Minister of Labour, replying, said 
that he welcomed the motion, if only because 
it had brought the Labour Party cut into 
the open, after four years of dreary, un- 
constructive criticism. It had been said that 
unemployment was greater to-day than when 
the Government took office. but the fact 
were that the percentage of unemployment 
had been redrced from 10.9 to 10.3. He 
regretted the absence of Mr. Lloyd George on 
an occasion when his prcposals might have 
been debated. If Mr. Lloyd George was to 
be believed, his scheme would find imme- 
diate work for 580,000 or 600,000 men. The 
thing was an inconceivable impossibility. He 
had mentioned the right hen. gentleman's 
road propasals to one or two competent 
surveyors, and the answer he got was couched 
in language that he was not at liberty to 
repeat. (Laughter.)

Sir A. Steel-Maitland—That it was also- 
lutely impossible. They all remembered Mr 
Lloyd George’s Corn Production Act, passed 
one year and repealed the next; his land 
taxes—the tree that was to vield rare and 
refreshing fruit.

WARD UNION HOUNDS. 
A NINE-MILE POINT. 


» A large field assembled at the Eight-Mile 
Stone for the last Saturday meet of the 
season, and were rewarded with a good hunt 
under the most pleasant weather conditions. 
A stag from Kellegeland, after bm 
Mouldon Bridge,got into a cul-de-sac in 
village and was early taken. From Ash- 
bourne deer-park another was hunted away 
by Dunrea and- The Courtlands to Bally- 
madun and Borranstown, via Tobergreggan, 
to the Hill of Garristown. Without a single 
check they ran on by the Cross of the Green, 
Wyestown, Nutstown and Knockaneek, over 
green, fields and dusty fallows, to Palmers- 
town. At Rapley the hunt turned through 
Northlands for Greenogue, and reached 
the Broadmeadow at Fieldstowu, but quickly 
left by Rowlestown for The Rath and Lis- 
popple. Passing Rathbeal they recrossed the 
river at Roganstown, and ultimately effected 
@ safe capture at Skiddoo, after making a 
nine-mile point in a little over the hour. 


CARLOW HOUNDS. 


Kilearrig Rocks, the first draw from the 
meet at Bagenalstown, did not hold, and 
Kirwin’s Glen was also tenantless; but 
Lorum held. After making @ preliminary 
departure from the bottom end of the covert. 
this fox turned back into the gorse, and 
hounds pushed him ont at the top side, facing 
up the hill. Running close to Lorum church, 
they swung right-handed, and hunting slowly 
on a bad scent eventually reached Bally- 
boughin covert. From here hounds hunted 
their fox out the far side of the covert as 
though for Carrigheg, but scent proving hope- 
am inadequate all trace of him vanished. 

Carrigbeg and Ballvdarton were drawn blank, 
and so ended the day. 

With the favourable change in the weather, 
scent was greatly improved last Saturday, 
and a g days sport resulted from the 
Lisnavagh fixture. Finding at once in the 
Reservoir Wood at Lisnavagh, hounds ran at 
racing pace parallel with the main avenue, 
and leaving the demesne near the front gates 
crossed the Tullow. Rathvilly road and marked 
their fox to ground under the railway. Seon 
evicted from here, however, the fox pointed 
as if for Rathmore, but turned right-handed 
back into Lisnavagh demesne. Here some 
herd covert hunting ensued, the fox ev san 
remaining master of the situation. Coed 
bog, drawn next, was blank, and a move we 
made to Mr. Fenton's covert, Grange Park. 
Outside the covert in some wild gorse a fox 
jumped up in front of hounds. Hunting 
through the covert, they pushed him out at 
the further end, and running fast crossed the 
Tullow-Tankardstown road to Butler's 
Grange. Turning right-handed close behind 
their fox, thev ran over Rathlyon, and thence 
on through Pauleville (keeping the “ piers” 
on their right) to Tobinstown. Here the fox 
began to twist and turn, and the pace was 
slower as they crossed the Tankardstown- 
Tohinstown road, with Mr. Corrigan’s, of 
The Hollew, some distance on their right. 
Reaching the banks of the Deerreen, thev 
crossed the river under Tracey’s Rocks, and 
Hunted on up to the old covert at Harolds- 
town. Scent at this pomt gave out, the fox 
being a long way ahead of hounds, and, pe 
severing efforts to mark him provi ry Uni- 
could be done. 


THE LOUTH HOUNDS. 


Wednesday, 20th—Ardeath. A fox found 
in Bathamstown could not he induced to 
leave, so had to be left. Found in Mr. 
Rogers’ covert at Piercetown, and hounds 
hunted fast out by Hawkinstown hill, then 
back past the covert, and away over the road 
by Piercetown House to the Meath covert 
at, Newtown, where they marked to ground 
after a great gallop of twenty minutes. A 
fox from Gaulstown was hunted by Westor, 
into Thomastown bog, where there were 
several fresh foxes on foot, but nothing. 
further was done. 

Saturday, 23rd—Dunany. Found in the 
wood next the seashore and marked to 
ground. Mr. Harmon’s gorse held a brace, 
and the seiected one was hunted out over 
the Togher drain; then right-handed to 
Johnstown ‘covert, on nearly to Dunany. 
From there the pack tan left-handed past 
Johnstown on to Salterstown, where they 
were Site after a hunt of forty-five 
minutes. her gorse was blank, but on 
the way to the next draw hounds got on 
the line of an outlier who had jumped up 
out of a ditch. They hunted him threug® 
Togher gorse, on over the Togher drain into 
Johnstown and on to Dunany. Turning 
back here the fox went on and tried the 
badger earth at Saiterstown, but Mr. Harmon 
had this well stopped, and failing to get in 
he ran on down to the seashore, where scent 
petered out.

POLITICAL TANGLE IN THE NORTH. 


FROM A SPECIAL 


BELFAST, Monday. 
‘THE political situation in Northern 

Ireland is becoming more and more 
complicated as the days pass by, and wise 
statesmanship will be required to com- 
pose widely conflicting interests if the 
official Unionist Party is to escape 
disaster. In the past the beating of the 
drum brought potential mutineers to a 
sense of their duty, but traditional 
authority has become weakened and is 
now openly flouted. The revolt has 
spread with astonishing rapidity within 
the past few months, proving what was 
asserted in this column long ago, that 
the Government has got completely out 
of touch with the people. This hostility 
to the existing régime does not mean, 
however, that Unionism in the province 
has declined. On the contrary, it is con- 
tended that the new movement will 
strengthen all loyal and patriotic elements 
and tend to promote progress and develop- 
ment socially, commercially and indus- 
trially, while in no case will the integrity 
of the Six Counties be endangered. 

The old bogey of the border menace, so 
efiective a few years ago, has been slain 
by common-sense and ridicule, and mem- 
tion of it now is received with laughter. 
In that connection, Mr. James A. Pringle, 
K.C., who represents Tyrone in the 
Unionist interest at Westminster, has 
challenged the weird statements of 
Cabinet Ministers, and no later than last 
Thursday night he said that “all the 
talk about being merged into the Free 
State is sheer nonsense and only a blind 
to make the people of Ulster afraid of 
freedom of thought and action.” In that 
declaration of belief, Mr. Pringle has the 
support of an ever-increasing multitude of 
all sections of the community. The 
people have begun to think for them- 
selves on political and social questions, 
with results both unpleasant and sur- 
prising to those who have for so long 
commanded their allegiance. 


FORMATION OF NEW PARTY. 


At the meeting of the Ulster Women’s 
Christian Temperance Union on Thurs- 
day the Government was attacked for its 
temperance policy by all the speakers, 
and Mr. Pringle predicted that if they 
were driven out of the official Unionist 
Party there was the probability of a new 
ee of progress, opposed to stagnation, 
eing set afoot in Northern Ireland. Such 
a party, he declared amidst applause, 
“might become absolutely necessary for 
the intelligent thinking people of Ulster.” 
The suggestion, of course, 1s that men of 
independent mind are not welcomed in 
the rank and file of official Unionism. 

That other fiery apostle of temperance, 
on whom the mantle of the prophet Elijah 
seems to have descended, the Rev. T. M. 
Johnstone, Convener of the General 
Assembly’s Committee, also said some 
devastating things. He pointed out that 
the outlook in the province had never 
been so obscured since the year of the 
potato famine, and said that it was the 
opinion of nearly every business man that 
unless some great economic step was 
straightway decided upon, nothing could 
really save the trade and commerce of 
the country. 


BLACK FLAG AND CROSS-BONES. 


Declaring that “the. Ulster Parlia- 
mentary stock does not stand very high 
in the world to-day,’ Mr. Johnstone went 
on to say that their political leaders 
might walk behind the black flag and 
cross-bones of the liquor no-reform party, 
but the Orangemen of the North would 
refuse to provide the time-honoured 
musica] accompaniment. On this ques- 
tion it would, therefore, appear that the 
big drums are to be silent—a happy 
circumstance. Most significant of all was 
Mr. Johnstone’s announcement that far- 
reaching plans would be made in the 
course of a few days, and his prophecy 
that these would probably result in the 
élection of a Parliament that would more 
correctly correspond to the temperance 
sentiment of the North than any which 
had ben previously entrusted with 
their legislative affairs. The gauntlet 
has been thrown down. Will the 
Government pick it up? These outspoken 
criticisms have caused a great deal of 
commotion in official circles, as they seem 
to shatter all hopes of a compromise and 
prospects for the restoration of unity are 
anythng but 10sy. Several months ago a 
Cabinet Minister expressed the deliberate 
opinion that Independent Unionists were 
traitors to the ‘‘ cause,” through dividing 
their ranks, but nowadays such a descrip- 
tion would merely be foolish. Stirring 
times lie ahead. 


THE RIP VAN WINKLES. 


Another bolt from the blue has fallen on 
the devoted heads of the Government in 
the shape of a demand for educational 
reform by the Protestant Churches and the 
Grand Orange Lodge. It is said that 
troubles never come singly, and certainly 
they are flowing in upon the bewildered 
rulers. The Rip Van Winkles have 
awakened to find that all things have 
changed, and that their ideals are no 
longer treated with the old-time deference. 
The issues raised cover a wide field and 
are of anexceedingly grave nature, it being 
contended that the Londonderry Educa- 
tion Act in its operations is seriously 
undermining Protestantism in Northern 
Ireland, and that, unless the measure is 
immediately amended in a drastic manner, 
irreparable harm will be done to the 
Protestant position in the six counties. 
The reasons for this change are given in a 
long detailed statement, and it is added 
that it was issued for the information of 
the public and in order that the Govern- 
ment might have the guidance of the 
wishes of the people. 

This is even more serious than the con- 
troversy in relation to Jocal option ; for in 
some of its aspects it strikes deep at the 
root of the existing legislation which 
several years ago was hailed as the 
“ Children’s Charter.” In a matter of 
spiritual faith the people of the North will 
brook no interference. Their determina- 
tion on that question has been written 
on the pages of history, and if they are 
placed in an inferior position they will 
see the matter righted. The whole subject 
bristles with difficulties, and one can only 
express the hope that an honourable 
settlement, satisfactory to all concerned, 
will be made. In the meariine the 
Church’s Committee is sending out a 
questionnaire to all Unionist paiiamen- 
tarv candidates and prospective candidates 
in Northern Ireland to ascertan their 
attitude on the subject. If necessary it 
will be made another parliamentary issue. 
What a tangle it all is?

League is not doing so well in country dis- 
tricts as in Belfast and the big towns, 
according to the authority mentioned. In 
fact, he said that in the country the 
League was dead, but probably that is 
too sweeping an assertion. Attempts are 
being made to establish branches in every 
parish in the province where there is a 
sufficient Nationalist population; but, 
probably, people are too busy trying to 
make ends meet to bother with political 
adventures. It is the same on the 
Unionist side, where men’s associations 
have decayed; although, on the other 
hand, their women’s organisations are 
flourishing. Our Nationalist neighbours 
might learn a lesson from that fact. The 
enthusiasm of women has been responsible 
for many victories, the greatest of all 
being their own emancipation in the elec- 
toral struggle. 


MUSIC IN THE NORTH. 


The concert season in the North has 
come to a close, but interest will be mami- 
fested for some little time longer in the 
musical festivals which have yet to be held 
in a few of the principal towns. ‘The 
Larne competitions were concluded on 
Friday, a feature of the varied and ex- 
tensive programme being the performance 
of Irish folk-dances, for which there was 
a very large entry. It is pleasant to note 
that the adjudicator in this section, who 
hailed from Southern Ireland, paid a 
tribute to the grace of the competitors. 
and said that the dancing was better than 
anything he had seen in the West, surely 
high praise. The class for traditional 
fiddlers also created a great deal of in 
terest, many of the instruments being 
home-made, and it was astonishing how 
well they sounded. About thirty of them 
faced the judge, who had a kindly word to 
say for their proficiency and enthusiasm. 

The Larne Association has done pioneer 
work in various directions, including 
competitions for original verse, prose, 
short stories, one-act plays and musica] 
competitions, and during the whole 
festival week the inhabitants flock in from 
all the surrounding districts, the fixture 
being successful, both socially and 
musically. By the way, it was due to the 
influence of the Earl of Antrim, who, as 
President, takes a deep interest in the 
Association, that the fiddlers got a chance 
to distimguish themselves. The Countess 
of Antrim, who performed the opening 
ceremony, is also a keen supporter of the 
movement. 

Special music is being prepared for the 
Good Friday Services in the churches, and 
in Belfast Cathedral Elgar's “ The 
Kingdom ” will be performed by a large 
choir and augmented orchestra, with 
soloists from London. 


CHARGES OF GERRYMANDERING. 


There is a great deal of talk about the 
new single-member constituencies in 
Northern Ireland having been gerry- 
mandered, and a great many people are 
puzzled to know what it all means, It is 
a charge made by the Nationalists against 
those responsible for carving out the 
divisions, and, briefly stated, their con- 
tention is that, in several areas where 
there is a Nationalist majority, the con- 
ditions are so contrived that they are 
beaten at the polls. For instance, it Is 
stated that in County Fermanagh, with a 
Nationalist majority of 7,900 in the popu- 
lation, the Southern division has been 
formed of a strip seventy-five miles long, 
cut in several places by Lough Erne, and 
it is, therefore, only possible for them to 
return one member, two Unionists being 
likely for the remainder of the county, 
more shapely in formation. 

Similar instances elsewhere are quoted 
by the Nationalisis, out, on the other 
hand, the Government declares that fair 
play has been dealt all round, and that 
the constituencies have been formed so as 
to be as nearly equal as possible in the 
matter of population, the guiding principle 
being to leave each party in much the 
same position as it is at present. With 
regard to the Nationalists failing to win 
some constituencies according to their 
numbers, this i$ stated by Unionist 
spokesmen to be due to the, fact that 
many Nationalists are now voting for the 
Unionist candidates, with consequent 
stability of government. Both arguments 
appear to be reasonable enough, and each 
side has its advocates; but the man-in- 
the-street does not know where he is. 


ART IN BELFAST. 


Mr. T. Bodkin, Director of the National 
Gallery, Dublin, was cordially welcomed 
in Belfast on Saturday, where he was 
an honoured guest at the annual dinner 
of the Ulster Arts Club. He said that he 
was enormously impressed with the beauty 
of Belfast’s new Gallery, and, comment- 
ing on Dr. Macdonald’s criticism of the 
old method which permitted the accumula- 
tion of “pictorial disasters’ for the old 
Belfast Art Gallery, he said tbat he re- 
garded himself as trustee for Ulster as 
well as for the Free State, and he was 
certain that the Board of the National 
Gallery in Dublin would welcome Ulster- 
men as fellow-Irishmen and part owners 
of that great collection. That is the right 
spirit to encourage, and it shows that in 
the domain of art there is no boundary, 
but a brotherhood which rises above 
political considerations and embraces the 
whole world.
